Although upheld on one major 


contention, the agency was told by 
Ihc emergency court of appeals 
that 
its 
present 
ceilings, 
even 


with government subsidies, do not 
allow packers who produce only 
fresh beef to make an adequate 
profit or "indeed 
* * * to break 


even." 


Thc court, on thc other hand, 


ruled 
that "processing" 
packer 


ceilings generally are fair 
and 


equitable. ' In ..contraiit^^to -non 
processors, these packers turn out 
in addition to fresh beef such by- 
products as sausage, tallow and 
oil. They handle about 85 per cent 
of Ihc beef supply.

in a week-end dim-out, with xcp- 
nraic senate and house investigat- 
ing1 committees resting for a re- 
sumption Monday of their quest 
for cause and cure of shortages.
